early this morning cut his wife's throat, 
broke bis on Archie's head with a base 
ball bat took a dose of Paris gresn and 
then cut his own throat. 


All three are dead. 
He left a letter addressed to the po- 


lice, which shows that the crime was 
premeditated. The letter ia as follows: 


"To whom, it may concern:—When 


you find our dead bodies you may call 
up'on the president of painters union 
and get J150 for my funeral and $100 on 
my wife, and that will bury the throe 
of us, I guess. 


"Notify Israel Currier, my brother-in- 


law and his wife, who is my sister. She 
keeps a store on the corner of First 
street and Lexington avenue. I give 
them all my belongings. 


Also notify her father in North Ad- 


ams. 


"I have a sister on Morton street. 


Don't let her see any of us. 


"With my beat wishes I remain, Till 


death, Tx>uis Currier.

"She bought Paris green herself last 


•week from the Harvith drug store lor 
'th^purpose of poisoning me, But I 
watched her tco elpse and I gave her 
a hard death. 


"I wish I could have given her more, 


for that is n'ot half enough. 


"I wish I had done It before." 
Currier was a painter by tra'Je-and 


was born at Plattsburg, N. T. He was 
31 yeara old. 


His wife was a daughter of John Me 


Carthy of North Adams, Mass., and 
they were married at that city 13 years 
ago. 


She was employed in the Brayfonvilie 


woolen mills at North Adams, when he 
met and married her. 


They had but one child, who was the 


second victim of his- father's gruesome 
deed, and who was 13 years of age. 
Mrs. Israel Currier, sister of the mur- 
derer, was seen today at her home in 


V 
this city. 
She exonerates the diad 


woman and states that her brother 
made life most wretched for his wife, 
drinking to exces® and abusing her. 


Louis called at his sister's home on 


Monday last and told her and her hus- 
band that he would "fix his wife." 


"Louis had been drinking for two 


weeks," his sister said, and he was a 
brute whea he was in that condition. 
He was of an insanely jealous nature 
and liquor crazed him. 


"As- his sister I must say that I do 


not believe that he had any right to 
accuse his w ife. She suffered much for 
the sake of her boy, due to her hus- 
band's intemperate habits. 


"Liquor incited him to do the deed, 


but, in) accusing his wife, Ibelieve he 
has wronged her." 


Mr. and Mrs. Currier are very well, 


known in this city. Mrs- Currier is a' 
North Adams girl, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs.- John. McCarthy of West Main 
street, and always lived, here until 
about 10 years ago, when she went to 
Albany! with her husband. TKe" family 
were nbtified of the tragedy this aflter- 
noon, and two of Mrs. Currier's broth- 
ers will go to Albany this evening, fo 
bring the body here for burial. It is 
probable that all three bodies will be 
brought here.

Mrs. • Currier was born here, and has 


three brothers arfd six sisters here, be- 
sides two brothers in Providence, R- I.

-Currier 
had lived here several years, and was 
wei known in Brayitonville. where he 
was employed in the stables-of the 
North Adams manufacturing company-

gers Aboard the Rustic 


WEEE STRICKEN WITH FANIO 


During Their Long Incarceration In 


"The Mariners' Graveyard" — Score 
of Brave Fishermen Successful In 
Heroic Attempts to Save Lives 


Marseilles, iff. 
32.—The remark- 


able rescue of Ihe passengers on the 
pteamer Ru&sie was effected by the 
bravery of 20 fishermen, who, after 
many heroic efforts to attach a line to 
tho strauded steamer, were anally suc- 
cessful. 
The passengers of the Itubsie 


arrived here las.1 night by rail. They 
were loudly chevied, and many touch- 
ing scenes ensued when the sufferers 
met their relatives. 


Lieutenant Guaiherot tells the follow- 


ing story of the Rustic's experiences: 
The steamer ran ashore at 5 o'clock 
Monday 
morning. 
The passengeis 


rushed up uudresst-d when they felt 
the shock, and a panic ensued. Tho 
captain and officers finally succeeded in 
calming the people, and the boafs were 
prepared Tor launching. 


"It was found, however, that the sea 


was too rough. As night came on, the 
Russie began to sink.

and the engine room were inundated, 
and the vessel, which rolled badly, 
heeled to the starboard. The passen- 
gers took refuge m the first cabin and 
the smoking room.

That I really and truly saw a ghost 


on a eertala occasion Is a matter of le- 
gal-record, and I believe it is tie only 
ghost ever'legally known to 8 commu- 
nity.

"I saw that it wan liable to move again 


st any tint," said Mr. Willismtoa, "and 
•t irted back with the remark that it was 
as much as s man's life was worth to at- 
tempt to cross the snow th*t bad poured 
across the trail. From where we itoo4 
to the bottom of the gulch ws» about 
1,000 feet, and «e could see that the 
movement of the snow had stopped 
about 50 feet below the trail io which we 
were standing. I. thought that by going 
around the snow carefully we could 
escape and save ourselves a long trip. I 
began clambering down the rocks on the 
edge of the slide. 
When I reached a 


poiut near the eud of the slide, I looked 
buck to where my friend stood at a safe 
distance and called to him that it was all 
right. A big dead tree had been brought 
down bj the slide and rested en about 
three feet of snow packed quite solid. 
Tbe top of the tree projected about 20 
feet beyond the e&d o* the elide. 
In- 


stead of going around the tree 1 sprang 
upon the trunk, intending to leap from 
it to the ground on the other side. 


"The nomaut I touched the log I knew 


I was gene. Whether the slide started 
of its own weight or whether my weight 
started it I will never know, but in an in- 
stant I was flying down the mountain. 
As the log began to move I dropped and 
fell astride it, grasping a limb in front 
of me with both hands. 
I heard the 


scream of my friend as I began to move 
and then heard nothing more except the 
terrible roar of the avalanche behind 
me. There were no trees in the way, 
and the log went as straight as a 'die 
down the mountain side, fortunately lor 
me keeping on top of the snow.

Judge Bond yesterday sent to the 


clerk of the courts at Pittsneid his or- 
der allowing a new trial irJ the case of 
Patrick Buckley against the James 
Hunter machine company, both of this 
city, motion for which was made at the 
October Bitting of the court by C. H. 
Williams, attorney for the defendant 
Judge Bond directs the new trial on the 
first count in the declaration, the sec- 
ond having been waived by the plain- 
tiff. 


The suit was brought by Mr. Buckley 


for a right pf way over the west side 
of Pearl street, where tb* plaintiff had 
erected a high fence, and Buckley, who 
lived farther south and ownb two 
houses, was obliged to go into the 
street to reach Main street. 
Pearl 


street is a private way and years ago 
there were several small houses b«- 
tween Main street and Buckley's prop- 
erty, which the machine company 
bought from time to time and more re- 
cently fenced up. Buckley also claimed 
damage by reason of the compan'y lo- 
cating a large barn and carriage house 
about two feet from his house, which 
he claims is on his land. 


The case was tried at the October sit- 


ting in 1S99, and lasted several days, 
and several important legal questions 
were raised- The jury found a ^grdict 
for Buckley as to his right of way over 
the strip of land which had b«en fenced, 
as there had been considerable testi- 
mony introduced that for more than 20 
years people bad been in the habit of 
passing and repassing on that side of 
the street while the houses stood there. 
The jury on the other count for tres- 
pass gave a verdict for the machine 
company, thus deciding that the barn 
and carriage bouse we»e not on Buck- 
ley's land. The defendant company took 
several exceptions, especially to the 
disposition by the court to the varioudi 
requests for r'.ilinz. 


Probably few cases -lr! the state met 


with such a T?culiar chain of circum- 
stances as thin, especially when on its 
way to the miyreme court. The case 
was heard before the late Justin Dewey 
of Springfield, and a few days after the 
verdict he received a shock on the 
bench in the court room at Pittsfield. 
during the trial of another case, and, 
although rallyinlg, was never able to 
hear the bill of exceptions which were 
in order to be passed upon by him. 


The effect of t&e shock upon the 


official stenographer, who was lookifiz 
into the face^ of the judge at the in- 
stant, was the '--xcitiniBr cause of serious 
trouble* a few days later in the eyes of 
the reporter, who has since been urJable 
to transcribe his notes of the charge 
or the arguments on the requests for 
ruling. In this peculiar condition of 
things, Judge Bond, after some weeks 
of deliberation, irJ the hope of obtaining 
a transcript of the stenographer's min- 
utes, in order that the case mirrht go 
up on appeal, has allowed the motion 
for K new trial on the first count. This 
will materially shorten the trial, as 
compared with the one held before 
Judge Dewejj.
